disclosed that 400,000 
doses of salvarsan had been sold to 
the United States government dur­ 
ing the war. 
He spoke 
regretfully" 
of the deaths that had resulted from 
its use, but said that the deaths did 
not exceed IOO, and might have been 
fewer, whereas the 
rest of the sol­ 
diers 
and 
sailors 
who had 
been 
treated 
with 
salvarsan had been 
cured or had 
been benefited by the 
treatment. 
Mr. Metz also declared that war­ 
time deaths had resulted from 
sal­ 
varsan 
manufactured 
by 
other 
American firms besides his own, un­ 
der the German patent seized by this 
government at the start of the war. 
Mr. Metz indignantly denied the 
charge of

manufactured a 
"poison instead of

him from blame for the 
death of 
American 
soldiers,

characterized as ridiculous the con­ 
tention that the Germans were re­ 
sponsible for 
the salvarsan deaths 
among American 
troops by having 
concealed an 
essential part 
of the 
formula 
in the 
salvarsan 
patent 
filed in Washington which made all 
the 
difference 
between a curative 
medicine and a poison. 
“Mr. Xresel is dragging out a lot 
of ancient 
history,” Mr. 
Metz as­ 
serted. 
"He is 
trying to make an 
issue of things that have no bearing 
on the case. Every doctor will tell 
you that somebody 
is likely to die 
here and there from the use of any 
kind of medicine. 
Every powerful 
drug, no matter how 
efficient it is 
in most cases, is dangerous in a cer­ 
tain number of cases, depending on 
the 
patient and the 
way in which 
the drug is used. 
"The same is true of 
salvarsan, 
of course. 
Nobody can denv that it 
was a great 
discovery, of incalcul­ 
able benefit to the human race. No­ 
body can deny the curative effect it 
has

Try cooking onions the next time In J 
a double boiler In skim milk 
Add but­ 
ter and salt when the on- I 
ions are tender and serve , 
at once. 
Wheu opening a large - 
bottle of olives, 
which 
are liable to spoil before 
•ll are usM. take out the 
desired amount and pour j 
over the top two or three 
tablespoonfuls of oil The j 
oil *ea!» and keen* them from molding 
A screw that (I rusty or a nail which 
Is obstinate about being removed may 
ba encouraged with a few drops of oil 
and a heated screwdriver. 
When put­ 
ting a nail info hardwood dip It in oil 
and it will dri\e much easier. 
When using cleaning powder on wa­ 
ter faucets be careful to keep the 
gritty substance away from the joints 
The powder Is liable to cut anay the 
threads as the faucet Is turned fre­ 
quently. 
In peeling onions do them under wa­ 
ter and save the annoyance of shed­ 
ding tears. 
Windows washed in clean soft water 
with a little bluing, using a chamois 
skin for w ashing and a dry one for ( 
wiping, will be shining and bright. 
A cork too tight to Ar a bottle may 
ba soaked In hot water, then used 
Add a few drops of lemon juice to 
bolled rice; It adds to tho flavor as 
well as to Its appearance 
Brown Sauce for Boiled Tongue — 
Cook

la a amail piece of net or cheese cloth ' 
Cook until the sauce Is thick, then 
add one tablespoonful of vinegar Extra 
seasonings, such 
as 
Worcestershire, 
tabasco or pepper satire, may l»e sub 
stunted for the vinegar 
Broiled Parsnips.—Wash and *»craj»e 
parsnips until dean and nook In bolling 
water until tender 
When cold rut in I 
halves lengthwise, spread with melted i 
butter and broll.
